Important from Madison. 


The bill to repeal the law of last winter 


for the re-orgauizatiou af the M. & M. E. 
R. Co., was tafceu up in the senate to-day. 
After a lengthy debate it was passed — ayes 
18, noes 11. When it reached the house, 
Mr. Job.nson of Prairie du Chien moved 
that the rules bo suspended for its consider- 
ation ; when, on motion of Mr. Keogh, the 
assembly adjourned till to-morrow — ayes 47, 
noes 35. As the sale takes place to-mor- 


• row under the act, this adjournment must 


be fatal to the bill. Mucb feeling has ex- 
isted in relation to this measure, and the 
action of the assembly will create surprise, 
inasmuch as it was supposed to be largely 
in favor ot the passage of the bill. 


The New York resolutions in favor of 


the Union and of sustaining the president 
in the enforcement of the laws, have passed 
the assembly rxAxiMoosLY. 


Mr. Seward'B Speech. 


We conclude, to-day, tlie publication of 


the speech of the able Senator from New 
York. As he is to be Secretary of State, 
under Mr. Lincoln, and as he has been con- 
sidered a representative man of the repub- 
lican party, his views have been looked for 
with interest by the whole country. 


The speech is characteristic of Mr. Sew- 


ard, in its cool, calm,|philosophic reasoning. 
Like all his senatorial arguments, it reads 
like an essay rather than a speech. We 
might expect to find just such a disquisition' 
in one of the standard Quarterly Reviews. 
There is no passion in it, but the argument 
and logic is of the closest and most forcible 
kind. His defence of the Union, and the 
demonstration of its value to all the states, 
cannot be overthrown. The portrayal of 
the condition of the separate confederacies, 
in case of a dissolution of the Union, is so 
clear that it must have its effect upon all 
minds. 


Although Mr. Seward's speech is mild and 


conciliatory in words, we do notunderstand 
him as yieldiug an iota to rebellion. He 
declares that the secession of a state is con- 
stitutionally impossible, and that the author- 
ity of the Union must be enforced. He 
quotes Mr. Jefferson as saying that the atates 
mnst be kept within their sphere by impul- 
sion, if they could not be held thereby at- 
traction. 
Doubtless Mr. Seward will act as 


Mr. Jefferson proposed to do, in case of a 
revolt, by advising the blockade of the coasts 
of the rebellious states. 


Tbe Critteiiden amendment, and all kind- 


red schemes for establishing slavery in the 
territories, canhave,no advocate in Mr. Sew- 
avd. 
He distinctly repudiates them all 


Tjb.sn he says — " I certainly shall never, di- 
rectly or indirectly, give my vote to sanction 
slavery in the territories, or any where else 
in the world." 


Seemingly Mr. Seward modifies his " ir- 


repressible conflict " doctrine. Perhaps he 
does — if so, he has advanced backwards, 
for there is an irrepressible conflict between 
freedom and slavery, whether Mr. Seward 
thinks so or not. 
He, however, does .uot 


deny it in his speech. He says — " the dif 
ferent forms of labor, if slavery were not 
perverted to purposes of political ambition 
need not constitute an element of strife in 
the confederacy." 
There can be conflicts 


of opinion and reason without strife. There 
need be no physical struggle between slay 
ery and freedom in this country, and yet a 
continued conflict of mind and logic on the 
subject, must inevitably take place until 
public opinion is so changed that oue or 
the other system shall be vanquished.— 
Does anybody suppose that slavery will ev- 
er cease to be " perverted to purposes ol 
political ambition" ? If it does so cease 
.to be used then Mr. Seward thinks there 
"need be no strife." Apolitical millenium 
is just as likely to come, as the cessation ol 
all attempts of the slave power to control 
this government. 
Mr. Seward does not ex- 


pect them to cease to originate ambitious 
projects, based upon the institution of sla- 
very, nor.does any body else. Hence the 
conflict must go on. 


If we have any unconstitutional personal 


liberty laws, repeal them, says Mr. Seward. 
So say we. If it is necessary to rectify 
misapprehension) put a clause into the con- 
stitution that coagress shall not abolish 
slavery in the states, says Mr. Seward. 
To 


this we agree. 


Mr. Seward would favor the incorpora- 


tion of our territories into two states if it 
were practicable. But as it is not, we un- 
derstand him to be against the plan. In 
deed, he announces no scheme for the dis- 
posal of the territorial question. 
What he 


says upon this subject is somewhat vague, 
In fact there is no road around the difficul- 
ty. We must meet it directly, when il 
comes up, on the principles laid down ID 
the Chicago platform. 


The speech will not suit all minds, but 


when carefully read and considered, we 
think it will please better than when hastily 
and superficially perused.

Beyond a doubt Union is vitally impor- 


.ant to the republican citizens of the United 
States, but it is just as important to the 
whole people, Republicanism and Union 
are therefore not convertible terms. Re- 
publicanism is 'subordinate to Union, as 
jverything else is and ought to be. Repub- 
icanism, democracy, every other political 
name au'd thing, all are subordinate, and 
they ought to disappear in the presence of 
,he great question of Union. 


MR. SEWARD'S INDIVIPDAL POSITION. 
So far as I am concerned, it shall be so.— 


[t should be so, if the question were sure 
to be tried, as it ought only to be determin- 
ed, by the peaceful ordeal of the ballot. 
It 


shall be so all the more since there is on- 
one side preparedness to refer to the arbi- 
trament ot'civil war. I have suph faith in 
this republican system of ours, that there 
is no political good which I desire that I 
am not content to seek through its peaceful 
forms of administration, without invoking 
revolutionary action. If others shall invoke 
that form of action to oppose and overthrow 
the government, they 'shall not, so far as it 
depends on me, have that escuse-r-that I 
obstinately left myself to.be misunderstood. 
In such a case I can afford to meet preju- 
dice with conciliation, exaction with con- 
cession which surrenders no principle, and 
violence with the right hand of peace. 


SLAVERY AND THE CONSTITUTION—THE FU- 


GITIVE SLAVE LAW. 


Therefore, sir, so far as the abstract ques- 


tion whether, by the constitution of the 
United States, the bondsman who was made 
such by the laws of a state ia still a man or 
only property; I answer that within that 
state its laws on that subject are supreme, 
that when he has escaped from that state 
into another, the constitution regards him 
as a bondsman who not by any law or regu- 
lation of that cau state be discharged from his 
service, but shall be delivered up on claim 
to the party to whom his services are due ; 
while prudence and justice would combine 
in persuading you to modify the acts of 
congress on that subject so as not to oblige 
private persons to assist in their execu- 
tion; to protect freemen from being, by 
abuse of laws, carried into slavery. 


REPEAL OF PERSONAL 
MBEHTY LAWS. 


I agree that all laws of the states, wheth 


er free or slave states, which relate to this 
class of persons, or any others, recently 
coming from, or resident in other states, 
and which laws contravene the constitu- 
tion of the United States, or any law of 
congress passed in conformity thereto, ought 
to be repealed. 


SLAVERY IJf THE STATES NOT TO BE INTER- 


FERED WITH—PROPOSED CONSTITU- 


TIONAL AMENDMENT. 


Secondly. Experience in public affairs 


has confirmed my opinion that domestic 
slavery, existing in any_state, is wisely left 
by the constitution of the United States ex' 
clusive'y to the care, management and dis- 
position of that state, and if it were in ray 
power, I would alter the constitution in that 
respect, if misapprehension of my position 
needs so strong a remedy. I am willing 
to vote for an amendment of the constitu- 
tion, declaring that it shall not by any 
future amendment be so altered as to con 
fer on congress a power to abolish or in- 
terfere with slavery in any state. 


LEGISLATION ON THE TERRITORIES. 


Thirdly. 
While I think congress has ex- 


clusive jurisdiction and sovereign authority 
to legislate on all subjects whatever in the 
common territories of the United States, 
and while I shall never, directly or indirect- 
ly, give my vote to establish or sanction 
slavery in such territories, or anywhere else 
in the world, yet, the question what consti- 
tutional laws shall at any time be passed in 
regard to the territories, is, like every other 
question, to be determined on practical 
grounds. I voted for enabling acts in the 
eases of Oregon, Minnesota and Kansas, 
without being able to secure in them such 
provisions as I would have preferred, and 
yet I think I voted wisely.- So now I am 
well satisfied, that under existing circum- 
stances, a happy and satisfactory solution 
of the difficulties in the remaining territo- 
ries would be obtained by similar laws, pro- 
viding for their organization, if such organ- 
ization were otherwise practicable. 
If, 


therefore, Kansas were admitted as a state 
under the Wyandotte constitution, I would 
favor the admission of two new states which 
should include the remaining territory, re 
serving, the right to effect subdivisions ol 
hem whenever necessary into several con- 
venient atates ; but I do not find that suoh 
reservations could be constitutionally made 
without them. 
The ulterior embarrass- 


ments which would result from the hasty 
incorporations of states of such vast ex- 
tent arid various interests and character, 
would outweigh all the immediate advanta- 
ges of such a measure, but if the measure 
were:practicable I should prefer a different 
course, namelv: When the eccentric move- 
ments of secession and disunion shall have 
ended, in whatever form that end may 
come, and the angry excitements .of the 
hour shall have subsided, and calmness 
once more shall have resumed its accustom- 
ed sway over the. public mind, then, anc 
not till then, one, two or three years hence 
I should cheerfully advise a convention o: 
the people to be assembled in pursuance o: 
the constitution, to consider and decide 
whether any and what amendments of the 
organic national law ought to be made. 


A, republican now, as I have heretofore 


been a member of otter parties existing in 
my day, I neverthelsss hold and cherish, 
as I always have done, the principle that 
this government exis a in its present form 
only, by the consent of the governed, and 
it is as necessary as wise, to resort to the 
people for revisions of the organic law, 
when the troubled dangers of the state Cer- 
tainly transcend the powers delegated'.by it' 
to the public authorities.' Nor ought the 
suggestion to excite surprise. Government 
is a machine. This is the most complex 
one that the mind of man ever invented, or 
the hand of man has ever framed. 
Perfect 


as it is, it ought to be expected that it will, 
at least as often as once in a renturyyrequire 
some modification to adapt it fo the chang- 
es of society, and alterations of empire.- . 


LAWS AGAINST THE INVASION OF STATES. 
Fourthly. 
I hold myself ready, now, aa 


always heretofore, to vote for any properly 
guarded laws which shall be deemed neces- 
sary to prevent mutual invasions of states 
by citizens of other states, and punish those 
who shall aid and abet them. 


INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS. 


Fifthly. 
Notwithstanding the arguments 


of the-gallant Senator from Oregon (Gen. 
Lane,) I remain of the opinion that physi- 
cal bonds, such as highways, railroads, riv- 
ers, and canals, are vastly more powerful 
for holding civil communities together than 
any mere covenants, though written on 
parchment or engraved on iron. I remain, 
therefore, constant to my purpose to secure, 
if-possible, the construction of two Pacific 
railways ; one of which shall connect the 
ports around the mouth of the Mississippi, 
and the other the towns on:. the Missouri 
and the lakes, with the harbors on our west- 
ern coast. 


If in the expression of these 'views, I 


have not proposed what. is desired or ex- 
pected by many others, they will do me the 
justice to believe that I am as far from hav- 
ing suggested what in many respects would 
have beeu in harmony with cherished, con- 
victions of my own. I learned .early from 
Jefferson, that in political affairs we cannot 
always do what seems to us absolutely best. 
Those with whom we must necessarily act, 
entertaining different views, have the pow- 
er and the right of carrying them into prac- 
tice. We must be content to lead when we 
can, and to follow when we cannot, lead, 
and if we cannot at any time do for our 
country all the good that we would wish, we 
must be satisfied ;with .doing for her all the 


iod we cau. 
Having submitted my own opinion on 


this great crisis, it remains, only to say that 
that I shall cheerfully lend to ' the govern- 
ment my best support in whatever prudent, 
yet energetic efforts it shall make to pre- 
serve the Union, advising only that it practice 
as far as possible the utmost moderation, 
forbearance and conciliation. 


ALL NOT YET LOST. 


And now, Mr. President, what are the 


auspices of tho country? I know that we 
are. in the midst of alarms, and somewhat 
exposed to accidents unavoidable in sea- 
sons of tempestuous passions. 
We already 


have disorder, and violence has beguu.— 
I know not to what extent it o.ay go ; 
still my faith ia the constitution and in 
the Union abides, because my faith in the 
wisdom and virtue of the American.peo- 
ple remains'unshaken—coolness, calmness, 
and resolution, are elements of their char- 
acter. They have been temporarily dis- 
placed, but they are re-appearing soon 
enough, I trust, for safety. It will be seen 
that sedition and violence are only local 
and temporary, and .that loyalty and af- 
fection to the Union are the natural senti- 
ments of the whole country. Whatever 
dangers there shall be, there will be a 
determination to meet,them; whatever 
sacrifices, private or public, shall be need 
ful for the Union, they will be made. 
THE NATION'S MISSON NOT YET FULFILLED. 


I feel sure that the hour has uot yet come 


for this great nation to fall. 
This people, 


which has been studying to become wiser 
and better as it has grown older, is not per. 
verse or wicked enough to deserve so dread- 
ful and severe a punishment as dissolution. 
This Union has not yet accomplished what 
good for mankind was manifestly designed 
by.Him who appoints the season and pre- 
scribes the duties of states and empires. 


No, air, if it were cast down by factions 


to-day, it would rise again, and re-appear 
in all its majestic proportions to-morrow. 
It is the • only government that can stand 
here. Woe, woe to the man that madly 
lifts his hand against it! It shall continue 
and endure, and men in aftertimes shall de 
clare that this generation, which saved the 
Union from sudden and unlocked for dan- 
gers, /surpasses in magnanimity even that 
one which laid its foundations in the 
eternal principles of liberty, justice and 
humanity.

Sen. A. I. Bennett, from finance commit- 


tee, reported back bill with amendments for 
amending chapter 18 revised statutes rela- 
tive to taxes. General file. 


Sen. Hutchinson introduced a bill to 


amend chapter 208 of the general laws of 
1860, entitled an act to facilitate and au- 
thenticate the formation of a corporation 
by the purchase of the M. & M. B. E. Co. 


Sen. Hutchinson moved for a suspension 


of the rules to have the bill acted on now. 
He was anxious to have it acted on now, as 
it was to affect a sale of stock to take place 
on the 18th inst., and intended to justly 
protect the rights of the farm mortgagors 
by letting them appear in the foreclosure 
sale in the second class of preferred stock- 
holders instead of the fourth. 
The bill 


was referred to the joint committee on farm 
mortgagors. 
Afterwards it was withdrawn 


from the committee, placed on the general 
file, when the senate went into committee 
of the whole on the bill and reported it 
back, recommending that it be printed and 
made the special order for to-morrow morn- 
ing at half-past 10. Concurred in. 


In the ASSSMBLY, Mr. Pullen introduced 


a buncombe resolution in favor of short 
sessions, which was very properly rejected. 
Let the legislature demonstrate by acts 
their desire for a short session, rather than 
by unmeaning resolves. 


Mr. Thomas introduced a resolution, to 


request Mr. Potter to return to Washington 
and do what he could to save the Union. 


Mr. Bradford moved to reject the resolu- 


tion. 


The ayes and noes were called for and 


ordered, and resulted ayes 17, noes 72. 


Mr. Humphrey's resolutions to increase 


the state debt in view of the imminence of 
civil war, were referred to the committee 
on foreign relations. 


Mr. Rugee introduced a bill to amend the 


law of 1859, limiting the rate of interest. 
The bill provides that 7 per cent, shall be 
the highest legal rate of interest. 


Mr. Messmore, from the judiciary com- 


mittee, reported back the bill to repeal the 
law of last winter for the reorganization of 
the M. & M. R. R. Co., without recommen- 
dation. 


Mr. Frisby submitted a minority report 


in favor of tha immediate passage of the 
bill, for the reason that he desired the farm 
mortgagors should be secured before the 
company was re-organized. 


The road iis sold under a mortgage on 


the 18th, and the present law then goes in- 
to effect. 
The farm mortgagors press its 


repeal in order to make terms with the 
company before permitting its re-organiza- 
tion. A similar, bill is before the senate. 


Mr. Caverno opposed the motion. The 


bill had been before the judiciary commit- 
tee, but no two members of that commit- 
tee had agreed in regard to it.
